Claims 17 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pempek. 

In Pempek , Figure 1, 13 is a body defining an opening closed at one end by a 
plate 8, 23 is a first arm disposed within the opening configured to engage a first side of 
a part W, 1 5 is a second arm disposed about body 13 and configured to engage a 
second side of part W. Elements 1 5 and 37 may be termed wear pads. First arm 23 
and second arm 15 are secured relative to body 13 via elements 12, 8, 24, shown in 
Figure 2. 

Claims 18 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

Applicant's remarks have been given careful consideration. However, these 
remarks are not deemed persuasive of any error in rejection. Applicant after viewing 
Figure 2 of Pempek apparently is taking the position that first arm 23 and second arm 
1 5 are not secured relative to the body 1 3. If that were the case, apparently first arm 
23 and second arm 1 5 would just fall-off the body 1 3. Such a position flies in the face 
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of Figure 2 of Pempek which shows first arm 23 and second arm 15 secured relative to 
body 13 via elements 12, 8, 24.
